Rathbone has grouped the 
paintings by national schools, 
with Italian, Flemish and German 
works in the western galleries 
and—in the eastern rooms— 
precious objects, armor, tapes- 
tries and painting of the Span- 
ish, Dutch, French, Austrian and 
—again—lItalian schools. 


Show’s Greatest Strength. 


This disposition emphasizes the 
fact the _ collection’s greatest 
strength lies in its Italian Renais- 
sance pictures, especially those 
of the Venetians. Titian con- 
tributes 12 paintings and Tintor- 
etto six. 

Never before on their own 
soil have Americans been able 
to obtain a fairly representative 
look at four of the dominant fig- 
ures in art history. In addition 
to the two Jtalians, these four 
are the Spaniard Velasquez, who 
has seven paintings in the touring 
show, and the Fleming Rubens, 
to whom nine are attributed. 

This unparalleled opportunity 
seems to be the exhibition’s ma- 
jor significance It would be dif- 
ficult to be certain, however, 
even after repeated visits, so daz- 
zling are several aspects of this 
many-faceted collection. 


Jewel of the display to many 
modern eyes will be Vermeer’s 
“The Artist in His Studio.” For 
this glowing canvas the late An- 
drew Mellon unsuccessfully of- 
fered $1,000,000, it has been re- 
ported. Hitler is said to have 
bought it for about $1,120,000 as 
the nucleus of his projected mu- 
seum at Linz, his mother’s birth- 
place. 

Though moderately successful 
in his lifetime, Vermeer was con- 
stantly poor. He was obliged to 
give this picture to his mother- 
in-law as security for a relatively 
small sum of money she had lent 
him. 

The Pricelessness of Art. 
These circumstances may sug- 
gest the meaninglessness of mon- 
etary evaluations for art in gen- 
eral and—in particular—the Aus- 
trian treasures, whose owners 
have placed the worth of the 
traveling objects, for headline 
purposes, at $80,000,000. Other 
guesses have ranged even higher. 


The Vermeer painting is larger 
and more complex than most by 
the artist. It utilizes his character- 
istic devices. Diagonal drapery 
intensifies the design. All-per- 
vading light from an unseen win- 
dow makes every detail palpable 
and produces uns opu- 
lence of texture and color.

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With her wreath, trumpet and 
book, the model in the picture is 
generally assumed to represent 
Fame, the painter's ultimate de- 
sire, which he seeks to achieve 
through creation of beauty. 

The two touring Rembrandts, 
whose sitters’ ages bracket that 
of the museum's recently acquired 
“Young Man,” are likely to be of 
special interest here because of 
that purchase. The tragic self- 
portrait and the sunny portrait 
of the artist's son exemplify typi- 
cally Rembrandtesque realism, 
psychological penetration and 
dramatic chiaroscuro. 


Experts Prefer Titian. 
Twelve Titians added to the 


museum's “Ecce Homo” “ 
| survey of Venetian giant's whole 
| development. In an informal poll 
of authorities at the preview, 


These finally obscure the form 
and give rise to a new artistic 
emphasis. In Rathbone’s favorite 
and in the iridescent “Tarquin 
and Lucretia,” where the faces 
express the struggle and other de- 
tails are almost eliminated, 
Titian suggests he is the spirit- 
ual ancestor of much contempo- 
rary art. 

Another pioneer was Tintoretto. 
Instead of using equal accents for 
most parts of the picture, like 
his immediate predecessors, he 
subordinated the whole to a part 
of the composition. This aim he 
achieved with brilliance in the 
famous “Susana and the Elders,” 
destined to be one of the col- 
lection’s best-like works—for di- 
verse reasons. 

Arresting originality of compo- 
sition invigorates the  often- 
painted subject. Bones of aged 
Peeping Toms audibly creak as 
they strive to peer at the incan- 
descent loveliness of Susana at 
her bath, hidden, or so she 
thought, by a rose arbor. 

Despite complexity of the pic- 
ture, with its distant garden vis- 
tas and exquisite foreground still 
life, Diana dominates the whole. 
All other elements serve as mere 
foils to her luminous and inno- 
cent beauty. 

Velasquez Undervalued. 

Among the seven great Ve- 
lasquez royal portraits on tour, 
compared with none owned in St. 
Louis, are three appealing depic- 
tions of Spanish Hapsburg chil- 
dren. Superbly impersonal in 
style, Velasquez here modifies a 
Titianesque realism with courtli- 
ness. 

His deft, free brushwork and 
utter naturalness, however, were 
not fully appreciated by his con- 
temporaries. About 200 years 
elapsed before he found artistic 
descendants—in Manet and Whist- 
ler. Though the Spanish court 
valued his art, it is curious to 
note Austrian royalty ‘did not. 
Leopold I, negotiating for his 
marriage to a Spanish princess, 
decided the great Spanish artist 
was so inadequate that he dis- 
patched a now unknown Viennese 
dauber to Madrid to paint a like- 
ness of his fiancee. 

Rubens, another master Ameri- 
cans have had inadequate oppor- 
tunity to appreciate until now, has 
at least two of his most famous 
paintings in the show. Like Velas- 
quez, he learned from Titian, and 
in his late “The Feast of Venus” 
exercised his inventive genius to 
develop Titian’s theme in “Wor- 
ship of Venus.” In “The Feast,”

Diplomat and political adviser 
to royal patrons, Rubens treats an 
ideal worthy of the United Na- 
tions in his allegory called “The 
Four Continents.” Here rugged 
masculine continents recline with 
their consorts,.the rivers, delin- 
eated in flowing feminine line, all 
in benign and gracious assembly. 

Brilliant Tiger by Rubens. 

But in one corner crouches a 
lifelike tiger, burning bright as it 
contemplates attack on a menac- 
ing crocodile. Through juxtaposi- 
tion of contentment and danger, 
Rubens underscores his idea of 
the world’s precarious balance be- 
tween peace and war. The tiger 
is known, at a less complicated 
level, as the best animal ever 
painted by Rubens in all his vast 
production. 


In 1628, while Rubens was still 
young, Roelandt Savery, also from 
Flanders, achieved lasting fame of 
a kind, in a way less directly due 
to his owff efforts than to chance. 
For Rudolph II at Prague, in try- 
ing to satisfy his monarch’s passion 
for beasts and birds, he happened 
to sketch a live dodo, the bird 
that became extinct about 1681. 
Savery is known as the only

collection, its primary function is 
exaltation of spirit through gran- 
deur of conception and marvelous 
skill of execution.

Report on Last War 
Warns That Excess 
Gear Has Cut U.S, 


Army Striking Power. 


By DON WHITEHEAD 


WASHINGTON, March 3 (AP) 
—QOut of the Army's studies of 
World War II has come a long 
overtue disclosure that some mili- 
tary commanders sent soldiers to 
certain death by piling too much 
' weight on their backs. 

“In fact,” the report says, “we 
have always done better by a mule 
than by a man.” 

And there is a warning that 
overloading of combat troops has 
cut down the striking power of the 
American Army in the firing line 
—while the Russians are stripping 
weight off their fighting men to 
give them more mobility in battle. 


This report gleaned from the 
battlefields of the last war says: 

1. Men were killed unneces- 
sarily because staff officers 
failed te realize that overigad- 
ing a seldier cuts down his 
chances for survival. 

2. Too much weight probably 
caused more deaths on bloody 
Omaha beach in Normandy than 
enemy fire. 

3. Men have been called be- 
fore a firing squad for cow- 
ardice when perhaps they were 
guilty of nothing more than ex- 
treme fatigue which could have 
been cured by a few salt tab- 
lets. : 

4. The Army has become so 
engpossed with machines of war 
that it -has neglected the hu- 
man machine—the weary oid 
infantryman who carries the 
real burden of combat. 

5. The Army must strip down 
its supply services — because 
oversupply can -bog down an 
army as surely as shortages of 
gasoline and ammunition. 

This expért study of the Amer- 
ican Army in action comes from 
Col. S. L. A. Marshall, a World 
War. I veteran who did battlefield 
research in the last war and then 
became a theater historian on the 
staff of Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower. 

In peacetime, Marshall is an 
editorial writer for the Detroit 
News. But now he is in Korea 
making other battlefront studies 
for the Army. 

So the findings hy Col. Mar- 
shall are those of a seasoned 
veteran. They carry the impact of 
truth which quickly will be recog- 
nized by combat men. He has 
condensed part of his studies in 
a booklet “‘The Soldier’s Load and 
the Mobility of a Nation” pub- 
lished by the Combat Forces 
Press of Washington, D.C. 

True Mobility in Battle. 

Marshall’s main argument is 
that an army may move swiftly on 
wheels—but true mobility in 
battle is the key to winning and 
this can be achieved only by hav- 
ing strong troops who can move 
swiftly. 

Every military man knows that 
firepower alone cannot win a 
battle. The secret of winning is 
to concentrate that firepower in 
the right place at the right time. 

“In World War II,” Marshall 
says, “we were shown time and 
again that a handful of men at a 
certain spot at a given hour was 
a more powerful influence on a 
battle 10 times that number 24 
hours later.” 

His point is that infantrymen 
must be weighted as lightly as 
possible to get to that certain 
spot at a given hour. | 

Marshall's findings in the last 
war apply to the war in Korea. 
They explain in part why a mod- 
ern American army in November 
was defeated by a rag-tag horde 
of Chinese fighting without 
planes, tanks or artillery...

huge rear aré@a establishments of 
firepower in the line where the 
battles are won. 

The accepted theory for years 
has been that 65 pounds on a 
soldier's back is a fair weight 
for marches and for combat. 
That's about what the \ Roman 
legionaires carried 2000° years 


AZO. 


But Marshall contends from 
first-hand study that fear and 
fatigue make it impossible for 
most soldiers to ¢arry such 
weights into a fight. He says: 
“When a man is tossed into 
combat carrying such weight that 
his shoulders ache and his knees 
Shake, he has lost his main 
chance to conquer quickly his 
early fear, usually his worst.” 
He thinks the weight limit should 
be about 40 pounds. 


And yet, he says, men were put 
ashore on Omaha beach carrying 
more than 80 pounds, weights 
which gragged them under the 
water or pinned them to the 
ground when wounded. 

“There are no final death sta- 
tistics on Omaha,” he says. “If 
any are in time published, they 
will be at least a rough approxi- 
mation. No one can say with au- 
thority whether more men died 
directly from enemy fire than 
perished because of the excess 
weight that made them easy vic- 
tims of the water. 


Blames “Weight and Water.” 


“But when I had concluded my 
work with the survivors ...- the 
impression was inescapable that 
weight and water—directly or in- 
directly—were the cause of the 
greater part of our losses at the 
beach.” 


He adds that because we over- 
estimated the strength of our men 
in combat “this almost cost us the 
beachhead.” 

Fear also played a big part In 
the inability of some men to get 
across that bloody beach in June 
1944, Marshall found. He said his 
studies showed that fear caused 
extreme fatigue and also fatigue 
opened the doors in a man’s heart 
to fear. 

This is true. I was on Omaha 
Beach and experienced the fa- 
tigue of fear and I saw it in 
others. I carried only a small 
typewriter and a knapsack—and 
yet there were times when I was 
so tired I could not stand. 

We saw men step from Higgins 
boats and sink beneath the 
weight of the packs. We saw 
wounded men unable to drag 
their water-logged packs ashore— 
men who drowned at the water's 
edge. 

Precautions Killed Men. 


Staff officers had loaded their 
men with everything they thought 
they would need to survive—but 
ironically their extreme precau- 
tions killed their men. 


At that time, we were told one 
out of every three men who hit 
the beach was killed or wounded. 
Now we know that perhaps most 
of them died because of the 
weight they were carrying 

The soldier in combat will drop 
everything he doesn’t need and 
strip himself of unnecessary 
weight without orders. He rea- 
lizes he must do it for survival. 


Marshall argues he shouldn't 
be overloaded in the first place 
—and that he may be killed be- 
fore he can learn the hard les- 
son.

in the Eleventh District, 
was a member of the Missouri 
Legislature two full terms and six 
months of a third, without leaving 
any lasting noticeable imprint on 
affairs of the state. 

A pleasant, personally likeable 
man, Schendel was rather color- 
less as a legislator, taking little 
part in the shaping of legislation 
and often being absent when im- 
portant measures came to a vote 
on the floor of the House. 


He followed very closely the 
Democratic party line in his first 
two sessions when the Republi- 
cans were in control of the House, 
and again in his third session 
when the Democrats were in con- 
trol and when he was Speaker 
Pro Tem, the second highest of- 
fice in the House organization. 
As a legislator he probably could 
be classed as better than the 
average of St. Louis members. 

In the 1945 Legislature, his 
first, Schendel may have estab-, 
lished a record for absenteeism. 
If he did not make the record 
he came ‘close to it. In that ses- 
sion there were 2031 roll calls. 


LAUDE I. BAKEWELL was de- 
4 feated for re-election in 1948 
| following one term as Con- 
‘gressman from the Eleventh Dis- 
'trict, the post he now is seeking 
A former alderman from the 
Twenty-fifth Ward, he was elected 
to Congress in 1946, after Navy 
service in World War II. 


In Congress he supported and 
voted for the $6,205,000,000 Eu- 
ropean relief program, which had 
for its purpose assistance to the 
countries signing the report of 
the Committee of European Eco- 
nomic Co-operation at Paris in 
| 1947. Aid was to include promo- 
tion of industrial and agricultural 
production in the participating 
countries; furthering the restora- 
tion of European currencies, bud- 
gets and finances and stimulating 
international trade.

bill, Congressman Bakewell, who 
had experience in property mapn- 
agement, is said to have remarked: 
“There go my real estate votes.” 

He subsequently voted for the 
Wolcott housing bill, the substi- 
tute for the Taft-Ellender-Wag- 
ner bill measure. The Wolcott 
bill, shorn of slum clearance and 
public housing provisions, called 
for renewal of government mort- 
gage insurance on new homes, 
priorities for veterans in the sale 
of war-built hcusing and liberal- 
ized depreciation allowances on 
new multiple-dwelling units built 
with private capital. 

Other important legislation 
which Bakewell supported and 
voted for included the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act; the compromise draft 
bill; the $4,800,000,000 income 
tax reduction bill and the bill to 
repeal federal taxes on oleomar- 
garine. 

Bakewell voted for extension 
of rent controls, but opposed th 
amendment (which was adopted 
providing for transfer of federal 
authority to increase rents and 
rent ceilings to local boards. He 
voted to override President Tru- 
man’s veto of the Taft-Hartley 
bill and the income tax reduc- 


tion bill. 

Although supporting a resolu- 
tion directing the Secretary of 
Commerce to transmit to the 
House a report relating to the 
loyalty of Dr. Edward U. Con- 
don, director of the National 


Bureau of Standards, Bakewell 
cast the only Republican vote 
against the citation of 10 film 
writers and directors for con- 
tempt of the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities. He 
contended that “religious and po- 
litical beliefs are inviolable from 
Government scrutiny,” and held 
the committee had no right to 
ask the persons involved whether 
they were Communists. 

He was author of a bill pro-

|| Born in St. Louis, Bakewell {s 
37 years old, married and lives 
at 5132 Westminster place. He 
was graduated from Georgetown 
University in 1932 with a bache- 
lor of arts degree and obtained 
his law degree in 1935 at St.

He is a member of the law 
firm of Bakewell, Bakewell & 
Cramer, 122 North Seventh street. 

Elected to the Board of Al- 
dermen in 1941,-he served as 
chairman of the Legislation Com- 
mittee.

WASHINGTON, March 3. 
ABOR will pitch its battle 
against Defense Mobilizer 
Charlies E. Wilson not on the 
narrow basis of the wage order 
they dislike but on the broad 
charge that the stabilizers have 
failed to stabilize. 

The fact that prices 
frozen at their highest level with 
adjustments so far in the direc- 
tion of still higher levels, that 
food costs remain untouched, 
taxes lag and rents relatively are 
rising—these are the conditions 
which make the mobilization chief | 


vulnerable. 

If the situation were being 
strongly handled elsewhere in- 
stead of in piecemeal, fumbling | 
fashion, labor would be on the/| 
defensive. Instead they are tak- | 
ing the offensive and it is along | 
lines for which congressional mail 
shows strong public support. | 

There is still another aspect | 

that has labor deeply worried. | 
Various consumer-goods indus- | 
tries are idle because their ma- 
terials were commandeered for | 
a preparedness industry that is | 
not yet in operation. The fi- 
nancial journals are writing 
about high. inventories, pipe- 
lines choked with goods, and 
demands for many things—in- 
cluding appliances and even 
automobiles—falling off. Busi- 
ness men admit that a kind of 
depression coinciding with re- 
armament is not impossible. 


If the unions have to face any 
widespread unemployment in ad- 
dition to inflation they will really 
be in trouble with their member- 


in the Pacific.

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New Constitutional Amendment!

Future Presidents May Not Serve More Than Two Terms 
—Truman Excepted, but May Find Himself Subject to the 
Spirit of the Law — Roosevelt Might Well Remain Only 
Fourth Termer — Limit First Proposed by Jefferson.

the only Chief Executive in American history to be elected to a third term— 


or a fourth term.

_ The Twenty-second Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States was adopted 
during the week just ended. This provides 
that no American can be elected for more 
than two terms, or, in the case of a Vice 
President succeeding a stricken President, 
serve in the White House for more than 10 
years. 

The sole exception is this, set forth in the 
law adopted by Congress and ratified by the 
necessary 36 states, is President Truman. 
Legally and theoretically, Harry S. Truman 
can run again in 1952 and as long as he lives. 

One effect of the new Constitutional 
amendment, however, is to diminish Presi- 
dent Truman’s chances of official longevity. 

Truman, if he won a four-year extension in 
' 1952 and served the full term, would pass 

well beyond the 10-year deadline. Though 

stating correctly that the amendment, 
legally, “does not affect me,” Truman may 
well be affected by the spirit of the law. 

Such an amendment had often been pro- 
posed in Congress. It was first suggested by 
Thomas Jefferson. In practice, it has tended 
to be favored by Democrats when a Repub- 
lican President was open to a third term and 
by Republicans when the shoe was on the 
other foot. 

A> movement begun largely out of bitter- 
ness against the late President Roosevelt and 
backed by Republicans, Dixiecrats and others 
finally succeeded in putting over the amend- 
ment, 

Revival of the third-term issue, it may be 
argued, allows H.S.T. an easy exit from the 
White House. But is he so eager to go? 

George Washington has been cited years on 
end as the author of the no-third-term tra- 
dition. Fact is, G.W. was old and tired, never 
wanted the Executive Mansion in the first 
place, and was fed up on brutal criticism. 
He wanted a few years of peace and Mount 
Vernon, and he got few. 

Harry Truman's idols are Andrew Jackson 
and Thomas Jefferson. Both Presidents advo- 
cated one term in the presidency, but each 
was prevailed upon to serve two. Possibly 
they might have gone further except that 
they were old and ailing. So they retired 
from the spotlight—and dictated their suc- 
cessors. 

There might be an idea for Truman there. 

Alexander Hamilton, patron saint of what 
developed into the Republican party, held 
that a President, if competent (he did make 
that reservation) should be elected time and 
time again, even for a lifetime. But no Re- 
publican President ever won a third term. 

It was Jefferson, demigod of the Demo- 
crats, who feared the development of mon- 
archy out of repeated terms in office for a 
President. 

When the Constitution was being adopted 
in 1787, Jefferson was on assignment to 
France. He was particularly unhappy about 
the absence in the Constitution of a restric- 
tion on the tenure in office of the Chief 


Executive.

Argued Jefferson: 

“Reason and experience tell us that the, 
first “magistrate will always be re-elected if 
he may be re-elected. He is then an officer 
for life.” 

Though partisan politics muddied the 
wa and many hands from left to right 
dabbled in it, Thomas Jefferson must be 
considered as a founding father of the 
Twenty-second Amendment. His papers show:

Originally in- 
terpreted as a slap against Franklin Roosevelt, 
it gained momentum these last months when

TALIN’S recent Pravda interview 

has been variously interpreted as 

being mainly addressed to the West- 
ern Allies or being mainly meant for 
home consumption. One possibility 
which has perhaps been given too little 
attention is that it may be chiefly ad- 
dressed to his Chinese allies. 

During the last four or five weeks the 
Chinese, without being counter-attacked, 
bombed or subjected to sanctions anywhere 
outside Korea, have had the worst of the 
fighting in Korea itself, and especially during 
the week preceding Stalin’s interview their 
large-scale offensive on the central front had 
been defeated with frightful loss. 

At this moment, when the Chinese are for 

|. the first time facing the prospect of stra- 
tegic frustration in Korea, Stalin, with the 
authority of a successful war-leader and of 
a semi-objective expert on American and 
British military psychology, tells them in 
effect: “Don’t worry. I know these fellows. 
I have fought a war with them as allies. 
They are not bad in certain circumstances, 
but their morale is bound to crack in this 
particular war against you. Go on. Every- 
thing will be all right.” 

At the same time, in a more disguised 
manner, Stalin seems to imply that he 
does not under present circumstances feel 
under any obligation to give the Chinese 
more than diplomatic support in Korea. 

True, he stresses his continuing diplomatic 
support by warning the Allies against a 
“final” rejection of the Chinese peace terms. 
But the’ only sanction he puts on such a 
“final” rejection is his prediction of an in- 
evitable defeat of the Allies at the hands of 
the Chinese and North Koreans alone. 


He gives no hint that “final” rejection 
would bring the Russians in. On the con- 
trary, “war is not inevitable—yet.” And 
since the Chinese victory is so certain 
anyhow, why call on the Russians? 

There seems to be no doubt now that a 
previous understanding about the Korean war 
and the mutual roles of Russia and China 
in it was reached at the prolonged Stalin-Mao 
cenference in December 1949 and January 
1950. 

It seems that both Russia and China were 
anxious in January 1950 to limit their direct 
commitments in Korea, while yet making sure 
of the armed conquest of the whole peninsula. 
The agreement which resulted shows traces 
of prolonged bargaining and appears to have 
been substantially as follows: 

1. In the first place, the utmost was to be 
done by both to assure success of the North 
Korean campaign without the need of open 
intervention on the part of either Russia or 
China. For this purpose, the North Korean 
forces were to be assured of a wide margin 
of superiorit?Y in manpower and equipment 
not only over the South Korean forces but 
also over the American forces at hand in 
Japan. 

China took responsibility for strengthen- 
ing the manpower effectiveness of the North 
Korean army by releasing several crack 
divisions of racial Koreans from the Chinese 
peoples army to the North Korean govern- 
ment.

But before this intervention materialized 
came the Inchon landing and the sudden 
collapse of the North Korean resistance, 
which took the Chinese completely by sur- 
prise and apparently threw all prearranged 
plans out of gear. China’s agreement had 
been to provide the last extra punch needed 
to administer the knockout blow to an already 
groggy Allied defense.

Mao hesitated. He intimated to the 
Indian Ambassador in Peking that he 
might refrain from intervention if the 
Allied troops stopped at the thirty-eighth 
parallel, but would certainly intervene if 
they crossed it.

You must never forget that in the course 
of 25 years Europe has been through two 
terrible wars. 

As for the practical results of the United 
States policy of material aid to Europe, 
you would be very much mistaken if you 
believed that it has been useless, or even 
of very little use. 

First of all, and this is essential, without 
this aid Europe would not have been able to 
solve the problems, both economic and politi- 
cal, presented by her reconstruction in 1945. 

Thanks to Marshall aid, Communism, still 
powerful in France and Italy, it is true, is 
nonexistent in Great Britain, the Scandi- 
navian countries, Western Germany and The 
Netherlands. In Belgium it suffered such 
setbacks during the last few years that it has 
practically ceased to be a political factor. 

In spite of her recovery, however, it is 
obvious to me that Europe is going through 
a serious crisis. She no longer has, and by 
far, the place that used to be hers in the 
world in the course of past centuries. 


The center of the world has moved. It 
is now in Washington, but it is also in 
Moscow that major decisions are taken 
which will determine in the end, for us 
Europeans, our fate, our very life.

Korea is far away from Europe. “The man 


in the street” in Europe needs quite a strong

Then, and this is far more important, 
Europe, who feels vulnerable, who knows 
herself to be badly armed, who feels hang- 
ing over her the threat of Soviet aggres- 
sion, was bound to show some hesitancy 
to commit herself thoroughly on faraway 
and unknown ground, miles and miles 
away from her natural bases. She must 
be reluctant to part with forces, no matter 
how small, when those at her command are 
already manifestly inadequate. 

Europe must also fear that the United 
States, whom she needs so much, might lose 
itself in an Asiatic war where it might find 
a fate similar to that of Napoleon the First 
in Russia; numerous and great successes, but 
absolute impossibility of bringing the war to 
an end, a terrible waste of strength for a 
problematic result. 

To the Korean affair, that of the rearming 
of Germany was added. 

In spite of so much horror, of so much 
abomination that we have lived through, we 
want to forget and make room for Germany 
in the Western community, but you must 
understand that less than five years after the 
end of the war, we have some difficulty 
in entering upon this course. 

Having said this, I recognize that seen 
from the United States the rearming of Ger- 
many seems an urgent necessity and I agree 
readily that to resist an eventual aggression 
we must muster all possible forces. All this 
is even truer if the United States declares 
itself ready to participate effectively in Eu- 
rope’s defense. 

The Germans are not fundamentally hos- 
tile to the idea of making the effort that is 
expected of them but they put two conditions 
to it, which, I think, are logieal. 

First of all, they demand equality of rights, 


by putting an end to her obsolete divisions, | 
by uniting her at the beginning, and unifying | 
her in the end. 

What is magnificent and thrilling about | 
this task is that it is perfectly possible.

Constructive Spending 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The thought of the United States 
launching upon a multibillion dollar 
armament program may bring a sense 
of security against the Communist 
threat to some Americans. It brings 
no such feeing to the remainder of 
the non-Communist world, and in many 
quarters it excites open alarm. 

Our military preparedness measures 
are well advised, but part of the dan- 
ger, which will be with us after the 
Russian threat has passed away, de- 
rives from the hunger, sickness, and 
other unfilled human needs which exist 
among the underprivileged masses of 
Asia, Africa and Latin America. 

While we rearm we must earmark 
a significant part of our economic 
strength to cope with the needs which 
Communism did not cause, but from 
which it is surely profiting. As we 
have been persuaded to spend billions 
for military defense, so must we be 
persuaded to spend for the construc- 
tive programs which will reduce hun- 
ger, illness, and poverty for millions 
now sunk in hopeless squalor. 

The sums we spend in the two 
causes must bear a meaningful relation 
to each other. As a start, if we spend 
50 billions a year on arms, we must 
spend a tenth of that amount on these 
life-giving efforts. Even such a small 
fraction of the larger figure will rep- 
resent a long leap forward from the 
trifling sums we are now spending for 
Point Four and through the instrumen- 

talities of the United Nations. Pro- 
gressively we must slip the ratio until 
‘eventually we can say that for every 
dollar we spend on guns, we are spend- 
ing another dollar salvaging indestruct- 
ible human valyes. 

The dollars we spend on assistance 
will spell jobs and orders for our fac- 
tories as surely as dollars spent for 
guns. While the complexion of our 
national effort changes step-by-step 
from emphasis on arms and death to 
emphasis on means toward life and 
hope, our great industrial machine 
need not slacken its momentum. The 
recipient of our compassionate gift to- 
day may well become our paying cus- 
tomer tomorrow in mutually profitable 
trade. 

The boldness of our scheme will 
startle and dismay our ideological op- 
ponents who are quite unable to match 
it; and it will arouse for them unman- 
ageable doubts among their sheeplike 
masses. The reality of an increasingly 
better life will be the sure rebuttal 
to Communism’s empty promises. It 
proposes no drain on our admittedly 
limifed resources beyond that already 
. contemplated for arms alone. 

It will be America’s answer to those 
of her critics who say today with con- 
siderable justice that we have no pro- 
gram except more guns and bigger 
~ armies to meet a threat, only part of 

which is susceptible to bullets and 

bombs. It will assure better sleep 
and easier consciences for all of us 
in that profound peace which comes 
to a ople who have affirmatively 
chosen life.

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The Lobby Goes to Work 


The Missouri bus and truck operators have 
opened their expected offensive against good 
roads bills in the Legislature, but with at least 
one notable exception. The exception is the 
Southwestern Greyhound Lines. 

The Greyhound company is willing to accept 
an increase in the gasoline tax to 4 cents a gal- 
lon, and increased operating fees. It does object 
to a proposal to tax diesel fuels at twice the 
rate for gasoline. 

Since diesel oil permits greater use of the 
roads than gasoline of equal cost, a higher tax 
seems justified. Whether it should be twice as 
high is, however, a point for reconsideration by 
Representative Duvall. The chairman of the 
House Roads Committee has shown himself re- 
ceptive to reasonable changes in his legislation. 

As for the rest of the bus-and-truck lobby, it 
seems bent on getting as much use of the public 
right of way as possible, at least cost. Why 
should Missouri take only 2 cents a gallon for 
roads, when Illinois is considering a 5-cent tax, 
Nebraska 6 cents, California 644 cents, and other 
states have even higher gas taxes? 

Good roads are a matter of deep public inter- 
est, and they ought to interest the heavy truck- 
ers who use and damage them. Their lobbyists 
are courting a tankful of trouble.

This 
is true not only of the artist’s life, but of every 
life. And as Elie Faure said: “The high func- 
tion of art is to give this effort the accent of 
enthusiasm.” 

And that makes even a saltcellar into a 
thing of wonder. 
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A Significant Campaign 

If St. Louis puts enough pressure on Jefferson 
City, it should get legislation authorizing more 
efficient administration of its schools. But with 
or without this reform, the conduct of school 
business will depend largely on the stature of 
those serving on the Board of Education. 

This is why attention centers on the opening 
of the campaign of Prof. Frank L. Wright, 
Charles H. Christel and Henry O. Whiteside for 
election to the board.

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The Importance of Tito 

Czechoslovakia’s tame, Moscow-line Commu- 
nists have given the West an excellent demon- 
stration of the value to the free world of Tito’s 
unorthodox Yugoslav Communism. In arresting 
former Foreign Minister Clementis and four 
other top untamed Czech nationalist Commu- 
nists, the servants of the Kremlin in Prague 
announced publicly that their prisoners were 
guilty of plotting to “bring Czechoslovakia, like 
Yugoslavia, from the camp.of peace to the camp 
of the imperialist plotters of a new war.” 

This, as most Czechs know, is merely a fancy 
way of saying that Clementis and his associates 
thought the welfare of Czechoslovakia more im- 
portant than the welfare of Russia. Lest there 
be any doubt about it, one of the Czech govern- 
ment reports on the affair said, “There is a 
place in the (Communist) party only for those 
who in the most holy manner love the Soviet 
Union, the Communist party of Bolsheviks, and 
Comrade Stalin.” 

Clementis did not believe this dogma the 
Kremlin is trying to enforce in its world, how- 
ever, and neither does Tito. 

So long as Tito keeps afloat, particularly so 
long as he keeps moving in his current direction 
toward what he calls “democratic Communism,” 
there will be a strong probability of future plots 
against Moscow in nationalist Eastern Europe.

Those who contend the opposite, those 
who argue that any consideration of 
American aims must wait upon the real- 
ization of our aims abroad and, above all, 
upon the arming of this country for de- 
fense, delude themselves.

TREATISE on short story 
A writing is not usually rec- 

ommended to the general 
reader but I think an exception 
should be made in the case of 
“The Short Story” by Sean 
O’Faolain. Mr. O’Faolain’s writ- 
ing style is so transparent that 
his charm, humor and good 
sense are continuously shining 
through, a condition that would 
make his book a good compan- 
ion even if its subject were the 
garbage disposal system of the 
Early Etruscans, the social hab- 
its of the fruit fly or the syntax 
of the Hottentot languages. 

Mr. O'Faolain’s book will 
have a special interest, of 
course, for those who write 
short stories or those who 
would like to do so. I doubt 
seriously, however, that the ac- 
tual or potential writer will 
learn anything about his craft 
that he wouldn't be able to 
work out for himself by the 
process of trial and error. It 
is possible that he will find a 
suggestion or two that. will 
enable him to shorten the proc- 
ess; it is certain, I think, that 
he will be stimulated, and pos- 
sibly to a renewed effort. So 
Mr. O’Faolain’s book, consid- 
ered as instruction and nothing 
more, is not a waste. 

One of the important lessons 
that the author imparts is that 
the anecdote—or plot—doesn't 
make a good short story of 
itself. 

“Not until a writer has been 
a long time at his craft,” he

TROUBLED SLEEP, by Jean-Paul 
Sartre.

OT ROUBLED SLEEP” is 
the third novel of the 
tetralogy called ‘‘Roads 
fo Freedom” which Jean-Paul 
Sartre has published since 1946, 
and it is, on the whole, the most 
_ coherent and understandable of 
all of them. It is doubtful if 
many Americans have been able 
to grasp the philosophy which 
pervades his novels, his copious 
miscellaneous writings and the 
dramas to which. two or three 
years ago the New York public 
turned an astonished ear. Ex- 
istentialism is a philosophy of 
which he is the leading protag- 
onist. It appears to have 
emerged from the despair of 
the French people as they sur- 
veyed their dismal future 
shortly after the liberation. It 
was also taken up by the Left 
Bank in Paris, in which so many 
cults through the years have 
risen to the surface and then 
vanished. 


Koestler has called it neo- 
nihilism, and that is perhaps as 
accurate a definition for it as 
can be readily discovered. It 
is a doctrine which denies any 
. objective ground for moral prin- 
ciples, or any real ground of 
truth. Essentially it means that 
hope and faith are illusions. 
' The existentialists protest that 
those who have caHed it the 
philosophy of despair or of 
sterility are wrong, on the ba- 
sis that the thinking man can 
learn to find satisfaction and a 
creative life by stripping him- 
self of them. 

i Nevertheless, Sartre is an in- 

. tensely creative writer, and 
there can be no question of the 
| fiteraty merit of his short stor- 
_. Jes and novels. It takes some 
time to get used to his concep- 
_ tion of the philosophical novel. 


His characters live and are rec- 
ognizable as suffering and pas- 
sionate human beings, but they 
seem to exist in a kind of limbo 
in which they have neither a 
past nor a future. 

“Troubled Sleep” starts out in 
New York with a former Span- 
ish Loyalist, an artist who has 
Jeft in Paris a wife and child 
whom he is certain he will never 
see again. It is in the heart of 
summer on the day after Paris 
fell, The artist never returns to 
the novel and the next scene is 
the captured city and the agon- 
izing trek of his wife and small 
son to escape amongst a mass of 
refugees. Then follows the se- 
ries of chapters in which seg- 
ments of the defeated army wait 
in villages or plod the crowded 
roads. Their despair, their 
shame at the fall of France are 
unforgettable.

HE last third of the book 
Tas continuity and conse- 

quently it comes to life and 
proves to be one of the most 
powerful and remorseless seg- 
ments of any recent war novel. 
Thousands of abject, defeated 
soldiers are herded by the Ger- 
mans into a temporary prison 
camp, packed together and left 
without food. Then in lines of 
crowded cars they are sent on 
their way toward the German 
border. And there Sartre leaves 
them as representatives of an 
era that has collapsed of its 
own inanity and purposeless- 
ness, the true representatives, 
he must believe, of his neo- 
nihilistic philosophy. 

But there is more to be said 
for this book and for the au- 
thor’s genius. Although the 
transiation is expurgated to 
some extent, his scenes and his 
people are intensely real. It 
seems impossible that out of 
this horde of men a new or bet- 
ter world could be made. They 
are crude, coarse fragments of 
humanity betrayed by a false 
civilization in which no one 
should ever have believed. 


story according to mechanical 
principles. Thus he alienates, 
at one stroke, a large part of 
his potential clientele. Those 
that remain will be interested 
in what Mr. O’Faolain has to 
say about compactness. It is 
more imperative than it used to 
be for the writer to sound bis 
keynote immediately and to use 
a technique of allusiveness. 
Readers are more sophisticated, 
more accustomed to a density 
of meaning and a communica- 
tion by allusion and implica- 
tion. 

He takes, for instance, an 
example from the work of a 
novice writer which starts as 
follows: 

“The sun was tinged 
gold. The perfume of the roses 


mingled with the warm heavy: 


scent of evening. The last bird 
was warbling on a hawthorn. 
It was a breath-taking mo- 
ment.” 

This is cited, not for its atro- 
cious English but because it 
gets us nowhere. 

As a contrast he offers the 
opening sentence of Ernest 
Hemingway's story “The Light 
of the World” which reads: 

“When he saw us come in the 
door the bartender looked up 
and then reached over and put 
the glass covers on two free- 
lunch bowls.”

reader knows immediately 

something about two central 
characters. They are moochers, 
probably hoodlums and they 
have entered some kind of bar 
or tavern where they are not 
particularly welcome. The auth- 
or, consequently, is free to pro- 
ceed with his story. He has no 
need for elaborate scenery shift- 
ing or character analysis. 


As for treatment of character 
the skilled author can indicate 
the kind of people he is dealing 
with in a few strokes. In “The 
Good Girl” Elizabeth Bowen 
writes: “Uncle Porgie lifting 
his glass to twinklé in the pink 
lamplight paid Monica tribute: 
‘She’s a damn pretty girl and a 
good girl too.’ Yet, all the time 
under the table he had been 
pursuing Dagmar’s foot.” This 
is not complete in itself but 
with a few more touches it is 
easy to confirm the reader’s 
suspicions that Uncle Porgie is 
an old rake, that Dagmar is no 
better than she should be and 
that Monica is really a good 
girl with all the disabilities 
thereof. 


Character development, how- 
ever, is a violation of the short 
story’s logic and purpose. In 
Mr. O’Faolain’s opinion the 
most a writer can do about his 
characters is to peal off their 
outer layers and reveal them 
for what they are. If the .evolu- 
tion of a characteris under- 
taken the writer must support 
it with incident and documen- 
tation that demands a more ex- 
tensive treatment if the reader's 
will to believe 


T reader this gambit the 
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strained. 
N his 341 pages Mr. O’Fao- 
| isn (pronounced o ‘fway- 

lawn) discusses the conven- 
tions attached to the_ short 
story, subject, construction, 
language, and appends a num- 
ber of complete examples. 
Preceding all these chapters he 
examines the special qualities 
of Daudet, Chekhov, and Mau- 
passant with such thoroughness 
and insight that his generalized 
treatment of techniques amounts 
to a summing up of points that 
have already been made or im- 
plied. 

In all art, he concludes, about 
one tenth is skill and the rest 
personality. If his efforts to 
impart the tenth part will be 
valuable principally to those 
who need help the least, his 
book is still a work of more than 
negligible utility. Certainly it 
should send the reader back to 
Chekhov, Maupassant, Daudet, 
Elizabeth Bowen and the others 
he names, with an increased 
susceptibility. And beyond that, 
as I said at the beginning, it 
is enjoyable for its own literary

OR the past several weeks 

the big news among pub- 

lishers’ agents and book- 
store people has been that the 
end of February would bring a 
significant novel by a new au- 
thor. The fanfare has been ex- 
tensive, with the advance no- 
tices comparing this first novel 
with the early novels of Fitz- 
gérald and Wolfe. There have 
also been hints that the book 
is very likely to get in trouble 
with the censoring authorities. 

The novel, with its title from 
a line in one of 
Kipling’s “Bar- “~~ — 
rack-room Bal- 
lads,” is dedi- 
cated to the 
United States 
Army. The ded- 
ication is ap- 
propriate, for 
nearly all the 
characters are 
Army men and 
the women 
these men 
know. The 
scene is Scho- 
field Barracks 
and Honolulu 
in the months 
preceding 
Pearl Harbor. 

The story is 
largely of Pvt. 
Robert E. Lee 
Prewitt, who, 
although he has 
only a meager education, pos- 
sesses sensitivity and an un- 
swerving notion that he must 


make his own decisions. A good 
soldier, he has three accom- 
plishments: boxing, bugling and 
playing the guitar; but he re- 
fuses to be pushed around. 
Most readers will bet, early in 
the story, that Prewitt will take 
all The Treatment his superiors 
can hand out to him; some will 
also foresee that his end will 
not be a happy one. 
* * . 
F almost as great interest 
0 is the story of First Sgt. 
Milton A. Warden, another 
30-year man, who is rowdy and 
lusty, but at the same time in- 
telligent and discerning. His is 
the problem of running G Com- 
pany in spite of the bungling 
of the officers, and he must also 
keep from making the mistake 
of becoming a second lieuten- 
ant himself. He is an honest 
man whose life is complicated 
by a very real love affair with 
his company commander’s wife. 
There are many other differ- 
ent personalities, some of them 
drawn with great care. The of- 
ficers show vividly the person- 
ality traits they are intended to 
typify, but they lack complete- 
ness. They are usually shallow,

HERE are some tragic and 
T some hateful scenes, espe- 

cially those which take 
place in the stockade. If the 
worst of these are based on the 
author’s actual knowledge, as in 
a foreword he says some are, 
they could very well be used to 
dissuade any young man from 
rushing to the recruiting .sta- 
tion. But there are also some 
very funny episodes, funny in 
the .way that a pay-day crap 
game is sure to be funny. 

Mr. Jones’s descriptive abil- 
ity is distinguished. The scenes 
on the morning of the Japanese 
attack are truly vivid, and Prew- 
itt’s playing taps for the last 
time will be long remembered. 
Of this event the author writes: 

“‘Men had come from the day- 
rooms to the porches to listen 
in. the darkness, feeling the 
sudden choking kinship bred of 
fear that supersedes all per- 
sonal tastes. They stood in the 
darkness of the porches, listen- 
ing, feeling suddenly very near 
the man beside them, who also 
was a soldier, who also must 
die. ‘Then as suddenly as they 
had come, they filed back in- 
side with lowered eyes, sud- 
denly ashamed of their own 
emotion, and of seeing a man’s 
naked soul.”

will be a great disap- 
pointment if this biography 
does not achieve a place of 
high distinction among the 
biographies produced in recent 
years, not only among those of 
physicians but among others 
also. Like the best of its kind 
it is really more than a biogra- 
phy. It is a history of a branch 
of medicine in one of the most 
stirring periods of the Ameri- 
can phase of that science as 
mirrored in the life of J. Ma- 
rion Sims. 

Dr. Seale Harris, of Birming- 
ham, Ala., could have chosen 
the easier path and could still 
have given us a most readable 
and historically accurite biog- 
raphy of his hero. He could 
have written a _ chronological 
biography. Marion Sims was a 
man whose life was crowded 
with incidents ranging from the 
dramatic sensations of medical 
practice to the tenderest, most 
deeply emotional moments of 
family life. He was born in 
South Carolina, practiced in 
Alabama, New York and 
France. He achieved the very 
acme of professional ‘reputation 
in a life full of drama and even 
tragedy but not without a mod- 
erate-share of comedy. 

To understand what Harris 
has done and with remarkable 
efficiency and success, we need 
only remember that Sims’ life 
bridged the periods of the in- 
ter-state rumblings of the pre- 
Civil War days to the endless 
jealousies, insults and contro- 
versies of the carpet-bagger pe- 
riod. In the professional area, 
his life intersected the strains 
between intra-professional per- 
sonages; the triumphs and fail- 
ures of surgical and especially 
gynecological developments, the 
clashes of opinions and of at- 
titudes between American and 
European professional persons, 
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J. MARION SIMS.

In the social area, his life 
was entangled in the _ inter- 
Strata disagreements between 
the general public and a “blue 
stocking” society in a particu- 
larly bitter reconstruction pe- 
riod.

HIS is a small book, but it 

packs a mighty punch. It 

can be read in an hour or 
two, but I defy any reader with 
a conscience to put it down 
without a feeling of horror or 
shame or even fear. 

It is the story of eight Jap- 
anese residents of Nagasaki 
who survived the” Atomic blast 
over their city om August 9, 
1945. Others have described 


in detail the physieal result of 


that explosion. The “#iithor, a 
physician crippled by bomb 


wounds, is concerned chiefly 


with the moral and 


consequences. And, sine® we 


now live in the potential shadow 


of better and bigger ‘bombs, 
this report has meaning for. us 
all. 


The eight survivors were 
men, women and children, some 
of them related to one another. 
All of them were Catholics, 
and to all it seemed that the 
end of the world had come. To 
Dr. Nagai’s 4-year-old daughter 
the explosion was “a great big 
red thing like a tree sticking 
up into the sky,” while to his 
10-year-old son is was simply 
“the biggest thing that ever 
was.” 
thought the flash “so bright 
that not even the worst liar 
could have found words to de- 
scribe it.” But her sister, half 
a mile away, did find words: 


“It sounded like the sky being

They are covered by contracts 
calling for such automatic boosts 
with the rise in the cost of living. 

The Washington Administration 
has ruled that workers can get 
such pay raises even though it

Spring Is Awaiting Ted Mack and His Original Amateur Hour

LTHOUGH we know that Old Man Winter must still have

certain to come. The purple finches are back, and just the 
other evening, as I finished the chores and went to call the 
cattle up from the bottom fields, I heard a fox sparrow singing. 
The English sparrows carry straw and other bits of nesting 
material about all day, although they haven't started to build. 
Old Mike and I, as I worked on the fence surrounding one of 
the bits of wildlife cover, flushed the first Wilson snipes of 
the season. 
> * * 
The red-bellied woodpecker brings his mate to 
the bird feeders and all day long the bluebirds ex- 
plore possible nesting sites along the garden fence 
and in the houses that we've placed in every con- 
venient spot. There was one misty day last week when 
Perry and I were grinding corn at the hammer mill 
in the machine shed. Looking up toward the big barn 
which was barely visible through the haze. I noticed 
the pigeons flying round in circles. Then we made out 
three forms which were distinctly more streamlined 
than the pigeons, and, as they swept above our heads, 
identified them as three pintail ducks. These, except 
for one pair of mergansers on the big pond, are the 
first northbound waterfowl we've seen. 
* * * 
@ DESPITE THE WARM WEATHER, farm work goes slowly 
because of the wet fields and knee-deep mud in the barnyards. 
We have, however, been delighted with our experiment in 
spreading sawdust not only for bedding in the big cattle barn, 
but also in a thick layer over the entire barnlot. Not once 
during the winter have the cattle broke through the sawdust, 
nor has it mixed with the earth beneath it. Now we're hoping 
to get a few more loads hauled in to finish out the feeding 
season. It seems strange to us that in our country, where few 
farms are more than a half-mile from a sawmill, and the 
sawdust can be had for the hauling, any farmer should be 
willing to let his cattle wade around knee-deep in mire and 
manure; or to wade in it himself, for that matter, There is a 
superstition that sawdust “makes the ground acid,” although 
this is a poor explanation of its action when hauled out onto 
the fields as top-dressing. What is actually the case is that 
green sawdust needs nitrogen to start breaking it down, s0 
that it will use up some of the nitrogen in the topsoil where 
is spread alone. But after spending a winter in the barniot 
or as bedding inside the barn, this process is well under way 
by the time spring comes. It takes up water much better than 
straw, the manure supplies the necessary nitrogen, and by 
early summer it is in fine shape to spread on the fields.

Perhaps the most exciting time of the year, for 
the livestock farmer, is the spring calving season. Five 
white-faced youngsters have arrived at Possum Trot 
during the past two weeks, some of them as we've 
already noted, in our very worst weather.

ARRIAGE most satisfy 


“Life doesn’t end if you don’t 
get married the summer after 
graduation.” 

“War marriages are highly 
susceptible to combat fatigue.” 

“Marriage is a serious rela- 
tionship, calling for the best 
that you have.” 

Students at Lindenwood Col- 
lege, St. Charles, showed their 
regard for the serious nature of 
marriage by turning out in large 
numbers for a Conference on Dat- 
ing and Marriage last weekend, 
where they were told the above 
and many other facts of married 
life. For two days they talked 
over the subject of living with in- 
laws, spacing families, and how 
to know whether it's love. They 


heard experts on law, medicine, - 


religion, and sociology, listened 
to quotations from the Bible, 
Socrates, Shakespeare, and Robert 
Browning. Happily married house- 
wives, grandmothers and grand- 
fathers, as well as bachelors and 
career girls had their say on the 
subject. 

For their part, the students 
asked questions which ranged 


from a frivolous query in quar- 
tet style from two sets of twins, 
“How can we find twin boys?” to 
a thoughtful inquiry as to the 
psychology behind the typical 
homemaker’s self-identification of 
“just a housewife.” After two 
days of candid questions and an- 
swers, hard realism mixed with 
hopeful idealism, there was no 
doubt that Lindenwood College 
young women were _ giving 
thoughtful consideration to a 
phase of life once ignored by 
colleges. 


The conference, under the di- 
rection of Mrs. Anita Croft, teach- 
er of Lindenwood’s course on 
“Marriage,” was given a co-educa- 
tional touch by the presence of 
men students from Washington 
University, Missouri School of 
Mines at Rolla, and Westminster 
College, some of them fiances, 
others just friends of Linden- 
wood girls. 

At the opening session, titled, 
“Looking Toward Marriage,” 
Dean Arno Haack of Washington 
University told the assembled 
group that there was no doubt 
that all of them wanted to have 
happy marriages. 

“The question is not so much, 
what do I want my marriage to 
be as how do I know, how can 
I be sure?” he said. 

Simply experiencing that goose 
pimply sensation is not enough, 
he continued, “although young 
people are always convinced it’s 
unique and has never happened 
before. Life has gone on down 
through the ages and relation- 
ships between people are fot 
new. New circumstances may 
change or accelerate your actions, 
but the question remains the 
same fundamentally. You are or 
you are not in love.” 

The question of, “How do I 
know it’s love?” may be tested in 
many ways, he pointed out, some 
of them as simple as asking your- 
self if you could spend an eve- 
ning together without the enter- 
tainment of television or movies. 
Your inner resources, your ca- 
spontaneous enjoy- 
ment, your attitude toward sex, 
toward children, even toward 
democratic institutions all has a 
bearing on your marital happi- 
ness. 

“Expect a lot from your mar- 
riage,” he urged. “You have the 
greatest chance of success if you 
see marriage, not as a biological 
fact, as a motion picture stereo- 
type. but as a real, permanent 
abiding relationship of the deep- 
est spiritual value.”

HE Rev. Mr. James R. Black- 

wood, of The Presbyterian 

Church, St. Charles, added his 
emphasis to the serious side of 
marriage by telling a story of a 
marriage’ that survived a serious 
accident, and the death of a child. 

“Marriage,” he warned, 
“must be strong enough te 
stand the strain modern civi- 
lization puts on it.” 

“Marriage As I See It,” was 
the title of the next panel dis- 


Croft. Experts in law, 
religion, and other fields gave 


their views on marriage. Attor- 
mney Kenneth Teasdale, of St. 
Louis, emphasized that marriage, 
although a civil contract, is much 
more than just a civil transac- 
tion, but a new status entered 
into. 

“Young people,” he said, “are 
apt to think of marriage as a race, 
a contest. You win the race, the 
trophy, and ever after there is a 
state of bliss and camaraderie. 
This is true only if you consider 
marriage the beginning rather 
than the fulfillment. The cere-

And in the final analysis, he con- 
cluded, “When you stand at the 
altar, it doesn’t matter if the 
bride’s veil is petit point lace 
from France or sacking from 
Pillsbury, the important thing is 
that two souls have become one 
in Christ.” . 

Unhappy marriages, Dr. Sim F. 
Beam told them, could cause more 
than mental anguish. It could 
cause actual physical illness, head- 
aches, digestive complaints, all 
the result of inner conflicts. 

“A doctors’ office is filled with 
people who are there only because 
they married the wrong person,” 
he said. “They are really sick; 
it’s not their imagination. They 
have real symptoms, real pain, 
real nausea, real fainting spells. 
But the pain is brought on by the 
unhappy state in which they live, 
day in and day out. 

“We all meet adversity, mis- 
fortune. We lose our money, 

our jobs, our careers do not 
work out. But if the partners 
in marriage are not congenial, 
the distress and misfortune will 
be much greater.” 


On the brighter side, he added, 
“I know of no single common de- 
nominator that brings greater 
happiness than marriage.”

ALTER BEATTIE, of the de- 
W partment of sociology, who 

took some kidding as a bache- 
lor member of the panel, cited 
one of the biggest trouble areas 
in marriage as “over-idealization.” 
Many marital ills could be pre- 
vented by forethought, he said, 
adding: “It is not a case of pre- 
serving marriage that confronts 
us but seeing if we can properly 
prepare for it.” 

Officially representing bachelor 
girls and men were two Linden- 
wood faculty members, Elizabeth 
Watts, of the department of art, 
and Dr. Sigmund A. E. Betz, of 
the department of English. It 
was Miss Watts who reassured 
the girls that “life doesn’t end if 
one doesn’t get married the sum- 
mer after graduation.” 

“One must be ready to accept 
the limitations and responsibili- 
ties that married life brings,” she 
said. “Most girls are born with 
that willingness, but some of us 
have ambitions—I won't say ‘in- 
stead of,’ but ‘in addition to’— 
getting a husband. There is a 
pattern we must follow. I think 
there is a great deal of destruc- 


tive power in unfulfilled desire ‘ 


for accomplishment. It can bring 
on restlessness, discontent, regret. 
A career doesn’t rule out mar- 
riage or is it a substitute for mar- 
riage, but sometimes it’s neces- 
sary to follow the road of self 
expression, and the best time to 
do so is before marriage.” 

Advised Dr. Betz, quoting Soc- 
rates, “By all means, marry.

“and the differences are quite in- 
teresting. In our last class, one 
girl was marrying a prosperous 
farmer with an income of $8000 
a year, another a medical student 
with a little over $100 a month.” 

Family crises, illness, death, di- 
vorce, two generation households, 


checking accounts, pregnancy and 
childbirth, working wives are all 
‘subjects which came wp for dis- 
cussion. Mrs. Croft, an attractive 
St. Louis county homemaker and 
mother, appears to be an ideal 
choice as adviser on marital prob- 
lems. Married 16 years, she has 
three children, 10, six, and four, 
thinks she is “a better wife and 
mother” because she works, even 
though occasional projects like 
the Marriage Conference “tend 
to wreck home life.” 


“It’s a real problem for col- 
lege girls, giving up their work 
to stay at home,” she said. “Many 
of them try their best to like it 
but are still dissatisfied. For 
many wives, working is not an 
economic necessity as much as 
it is an emotional and psychologi- 
cal necessity.” 


The final prograrh ended with 
reports from students on the va- 
rious special sessions, dinner, and 
a square dance. The following 
morning,’ the Lindenwood girls 
and their young men _ visitors 
breakfasted, and listened to an 
appropriate “last word” on the 
subject of courtship and mar- 
riage, at church services. The 
sermon, “Sustaining the Christian 
Life,” was delivered by The Rev. 
Mr. Charles D. Kean, rector of 
Grace Episcopal Church, Kirk- 
wood. He advised the young 
couples that while marriage is 
not a perpetual date, they should 
not let “dating go out of your 
marriage,” that women from girls’ 
colleges might find it necessary 
to chase men and if they fol- 
lowed his advice, they would, 
“never give up chasing.”

A drawer that sticks when you are in a hurry can rate 
high on the list of life’s little annoyances. And, along 
with such other minor miseries as colds in the head 

_ and spells of the blues, it often can be blamed on 
the weather. 
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@ MANY DRAWERS are made of soft wood which swells 
and shrinks with changes in temperature and humidity. If 
they stick just a little, you probably can put an end to your 
troubles by rubbing paraffin on the edges. If they stick 
badly, more drastic measures must be taken. Examine them 
and see if they appear to have spread at the bottem or 
heightened at the sides. Then shave down the edge that

causes the sticking with a plane, file or sandpaper. Finish 
by rubbing paraffin on the edges and on the guide rails, 
and you should have smooth sliding. 

Sometimes it helps to apply heat to shrink the swollen 
wood. An electric light bulb burning insidé of a drawer 
for a few hours might do the trick, Of course, you will have 


to take proper precautions to prevent the lighted bulb from | 


becoming a fire hazard. 

There is also a commercial product of vaseline-like con- 
sistency which comes in a tube and is excellent for drawers 
or doors which stick.

At Three-Day Event

EVER again let it be said that Junior League members sit 
with their hands folded. Not clean hands anyway. Time was 
when being a “young woman of leisure” was a requisite for 
league membership, but we have considerable evidence that that 


time is no more. We have seen

and which now houses 11 of 
them. 


Doubters should have wan- 
dered in last week, if indeed 
they could have got in, to a 
former church building in Clay- 
ton, to see for themselves an 
array of material ranging from 
junior’s baby tooth to countless 
racks of clothing, including one 
of fur coats, which jammed the 
12-room structure to its dingy 
ceilings. Junior Leaguers, the 
sensible ones in blue jeans and 
gloves, were toiling in small 
clearings at the seemingly in- 
terminable task of sorting and 
pricing.

Repair Supplies 
For Businesses 


To Get Priority 


By WILLIAM KERWIN 

WASHINGTON (INS) — The 
Government has taken its first 
step to keep the nation’s hotels 
and apartment, ‘rooming and 
boarding houses in repair during 
the emergency. 

This was accomplished when 
the National Production Author- 
ity issued its so-called “MRO” 
maintenance, and opera- 
tions order last 

In effect, NPA, gave American 
business establishment a priority 
rating on a par with the military 
program to obtain materials to 
keep their concerns operating. 

NPA officials say the directive 
does not apply, however, to ma- 
terials needed for household or 
personal use and this eliminates 
home-owners. 

For operators of rental housing 
enterprises, it does assure a 
steady flow of plumbing, wiring, 
electrical and other materials for 
repair activities. 


Merely Writes Order. 

Officials anticipate landlords 
will make use of the order in 
view of the great difficulties busi- 
ness has been running against in 
obtaining materials, particularly 
metallic products. 

Such repair articles may be 
obtained by a business man mere- 
ly by writing on a purchase order 
“DO-97, certified under NPA 
regulation 4.” 

If ‘purchases in any quarter are 
less than $1000 a quota restric- 
tion is not imposed. If the 
amount goes above that figure, a 
buyer may not obtain more than

Compact designing, with an 
abundance of storage space (clos- 
ets) marks all of the units. 

The heating plant, an indi- 
vidual gas-fired unit for each 
family, fits into a small closet, 
picks up its cool air at fleor level, 
discharges warmed air at ceiling 
height after passing it through 
three-inch diameter aluminum 
tubes between the walls. It is a 
newly designed system of heat- 
dng.

The Federal Housing Adminis- 

tration has long recognized the 
need for rental housing facilities 
for Metropolitan St. Louis. A 
survey made by this Administra- 
tion in 1949 indicated a need for 
over 17,600 living units in this 
area. 
The filing of an application by 
ithe Shelby Construction Co. for 
the erection of rental housing at 
Brentwood was welcomed by the 
local Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration office. The original appli- 
cation called for 1986 units, which 
number was later reduced to 
approximately 1400. 

The absorption of approximate-

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ST. LOUIS MUST CHOOSE 
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By RICHARD G. BAUMHOFF

UST a year ago the Post-Dispatch be- 
J em publication of its series on the 

needs and problems of the metropolitan 
district under the title, “Progress or De- 
cay? St. Louls Must Choose.” In the 
interval there have been notable accom- 
plishments in the way of Progress—but 
there also have been difficulties, inaction 
and setbacks tending toward Decay. The 
task of making a better community is a 
continuous process. Today's article is an 
interim report, summarizing significant 
developments, pointing out continuing fac- 
tors of Decay. 

Neither the war in Korea nor the trou- 
bled world situation has halted improve- 
ments in American cities, although in 
some ways they have made the job slower 
or harder. As the Post-Dispatch showed 
in a subsequent series last autumn, vari- 
ous cities have continued to take bold 
action to make themselves better places in 
which to live, work and do business. 
There has been a general national ten- 
dency to keep up public works programs 
in the effort to make life richer and 
fuller. 

Developments in greater St. Louis, the 
bi-state district centered on the 187-year- 
old city, have included the following: 


PROGRESS: 


Outstanding is the action in housing— 
low-rent “public,” middle-rent “urban re- 
development,” and middle and wupper- 
bracket “private enterprise” housing. The 
Urban Redevelopment Corp. of St. Louis 
is virtually ready to start operations, with 
$2,000,000 in equity money committed by 
civic-minded business establishments. It 
will erect dwellings on the fringes of 
Downtown. The St. Louis Housing Au- 
thority (public housing) is preparing to 
start erection next autumn of 1522 dwell- 
ings for Negroes. Its Cochran Garden 
Apartments (704) are rising. It has posi- 
tive steps under way for two other proj- 
ects, 4010 dwellings, immediately north- 
west of Downtown, and is considering a 
site for about 3000 more homes south of 
Downtown. 

Both public and urban redevelopment 
housing will be fitted into slum clearance 
contemplated with generous federal aid. 
This in turn is being shaped to a desir- 
able pattern of urban _ rehabilitation. 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst, dealing with these 
combined fields as the greatest need for 
domestic action, also is emphasizing park 
plans. He intends to link- Memorial and 
Aloe plazas and create a park winding 
northeast from Jefferson avenue to Cass 
avenue at the next housing sites. 

The St. Clair County Housing Authority 
will build 700 new dwellings, if it can 
meet cost limitations. The Granite City 
Housing Authority soon will start 300. The 
Madison County Housing Authority is pre- 
paring to start 484. 

There has been extensive private build- 
ing of homes on both sides of the river, 
especially in the suburbs and open coun- 
try. Large-scale residential enterprises, 
with a total of 3042 dwelling units, in- 
clude: Hampton Gardens, southwest St. 
Louis; Ford Apartments, facing Memorial 
Plaza; Montclair Apartments, facing Forest 
Park; Canterbury Gardens, University 
City; Audubon Park, Brentwood. Some of 
these projects are open to criticism on the 
ground of esthetics or good city planning, 
but they are helping to meet the need for 
homes. 


SCHOOLS 


In the realm of schools the biggest news 
is the Board of Education's agreement 
gfavoring the pending law for unit control 

by a single* executive officer, and the 
. board's intention to submit to the voters 

this spring a higher operating tax rate 
and a big bond issue for buildings. 
The bond funds would build schools 
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non Memorial Hospital, for children, soon 
will be started on the South Side. Nearby 
an enlargement of Incarnate Word Hospi- 
tal is nearly done. A cancer research 
building at Washington University medical 
school will be finished this month. North 
of Barnes Hospital, the university will 
start erecting the $1,900,000 David P. 
Wohl Jr. Memorial Hospital, for cancer, 
this year. The university holds a $600,000 
Wallace Renard legacy toward a neuro- 
psychiatric clinic. Jewish Hospital has a 
$100,000 Beaumont Foundation grant for 
a laboratory. 

Campaigns are under way to raise funds 
for a new Bethesda Hospital ($2,250,000); 
a St. Louis Children’s Hospital expansion 
($2,000,000, in a campaign that has ad- 
vanced slowly); the proposed Belleville 
Memorial Hospital ($1,000,000); Deaconess 
Hospital addition ($500,000), and Edge- 
wood Children’s Center enlargement 
($450,000). Next month Alexian Brothers 
Hospital will seek $2,500,000 for new fa- 
cilities and late in the summer Lutheran 
Hospital will ask $500,000. St. Louis Uni- 
versity has a $625,000 federal grant for a 
cancer research institute but has found 
the sum insufficient. 

As to other health facilities, the city 
opened the two new Wohl health centers 
last fall, St. Louis county has established 
its first mental hygiene clinic, and St. 
Louis State Hospital, for the mentally ill, 
has set up an out-patient clinic. Health 
education work by the city has been ex- 
panded, St. Louis county health services 
have been given increased funds, and city 
milk ordinance enforcement has gained a 
higher rating. 


INDUSTRY 


Industry has made remarkable advances. 
Output has risen sharply; employment has 
increased. For the city and St. Louis coun- 
ty a recent estimate showed record em- 
ployment of 755,300 persons in all lines 
of work. Availability of construction labor 
is good. Known defense orders to plants 
here since the war in Korea started are 
well in excess of $273,000,000. The huge 
small arms ammunition plant is to be re- 
activated, but the Army records and pub- 
lications centers will be retained, on near- 
by new sites, although the finance center 
was moved away. The Army Engineer De- 
pot will get a $5,000,000 enlargement this 
year, the Army Medical Depot a $1,700,- 
000 warehouse rehabilitation. McDonnell 
Aircraft Corp., with a big backlog of jet 
plane orders, wants to erect a new engine 
plant at the airport. 

The district, long important in basic 
aluminum, is forging strongly ahead in 
steel, and preparing to pioneer in the 
first mass production in the country of 
magnesium sheets, plates and shapes. 

Dow Chemical Co. is putting $26,000,000 
into a tremendous plant at Madison, aban- 
doned by other industries after World 
War II, to set up the magnesium mill. This 
light metal is of wide and growing impor- 
tance. Granite City Steel Co. is doubling 
its annual production capacity to about 
1,000,000 tons, and wiil become virtually 
a wholly integrated or self-contained steel 
system. It has acquired the Koppers blast 
furnaces for pig iron and will bring in 
ore by barge. It will finance a river-rail 
terminal on the new Chain of Rocks Canal, 
to be built by the Bi-State Development 
Agency and to be available for other in- 
dustries too. Its expansion program has 
been stated as $50,000,000. Laclede Steel 


aluminum capacity of its East St. Louis 
plant. 

St. Louis is becoming a center for mak- 
ing of detergents (cleansers). Among those 
in this field are the new Lever Bros. plant 
to be built in Pagedale, a new Purex Corp. 
plant going up on the northern riverfront, 
Procter & Gamble facilities being built at 
the old Waltke plant, Shell Oil Co. at 
Wood River, and Monsanto Chemical Co. 

Expansion and improvement of electric, 

and water utilities here, which have 


suburbs now is done with smokeless gas. 
The Wabash Railroad and local interests 
are developing a modern produce terminal 
on the northern riverfront, the Missouri 
Pacific is building a big freight terminal 
on the southern. A number of industrial 
plants have been enlarged. 


FINANCES 


Many desirable public improvements 
can be obtained under a new policy of the 
city administration to take full advantage 
of the bonds, aggregating $41,727,000, au- 
thorized by the p-ople in 1944 and 1934 
but as yet unissued. The Citizens’ Bond 
Issue Supervisory Committee, which had 
been reluctant to approve large-scale ac- 
tion in the past, recently has acted favor- 
ably on numerous projects. Large and 
important parts of the improvement pro- 
gram now have the approval of the com- 
mittee, with the prospect the city can 
start work reasonably soon. The old “‘post- 
war” improvement program has been re- 
vised realistically to retain the works most 
urgently needed and eliminate others for 
which funds are lacking due to inflation. 
The program covers a wide Variety of bet- 
terments. Comptroller Milton Carpenter 
is of the opinion that, with proper sched- 
uling, all the bonds could be sold and the 
debt tax rate still kept lower than the level 
heretofore in effect. 

Employes of the city and the Board 
of Education have been given pay in- 
creases, which will help retain personnel.

pera of parts of greater St. 
Louis have voted for substantial -° 
bond issues for varied public im- 
provements in the last 12 months. 
Twenty-five such issues, totaling 
$13,455,725, were as follows: Univer- 
sity City, general, $2,185,000; 14 St. 
Louis county school issues, $4,980,- 
725; East St. Louis, Wood River, 
Berkeley and Vinita Park, sewers, 
$4,700,000; Collinsville, schools, $950,- 
000; . Webster Groves, Brentwood, 
Monsanto, Venice and Smithton, va- 
ried, $640,000. Four school bond 
issues, aggregating about $21,000,000, 
are proposed for submission te vot- 
ers in the next two months. - 


A favorable start has been made in the 
Legislature on a bill to let the St. Louis 
Public Library seek a higher tax rate 
from the voters. The library has been 
starved for funds and its staff is under- 
paid. St. Louis county is seeking a cigar- 
ette tax and other new revenues to meet 
needs of its great growth. 


DOWNTOWN 


Renovation and modernization of the 
Downtown business district continues, but 
there has been little new construction. 
Notable improvement examples: Commer- 
cial Building, Kresge store, Wolff's cloth- 
ing store, Merchants Laclede Building, 
offices of Missouri Synod of Lutheran 
Church, improvements at all the depart- 
ment stores and many of the specialty 
shops and at Loew’s Orpheum Theater, 
600-car addition to Stix, Baer & Fuller 
parking garage, extensive improvements 
of the banks, including a proposed $5,000,- 
000 enlargement and modernization of 
First National Bank. 

Installation of air conditioning in down- 
town buildings has been increasing. Down- 
town office space ig almost 98 per cent 
occupied. The eastern fringe of the dis- 
trict, as far as Fourth street, has shown 


. strong signs of revival after a period when 


business there appeared to be shifting

westward. With no prospect during the 
national emergency of large federal funds 
to carry out the riverfront memorial de- 
velopment, the city has obtained permis- 
sion to beautify the memorial site, except 
for the areas used for parking private 
automobiles and Public Service busses. 

Meanwhile the amazing expansion of the 
Clayton shopping center has moved along, 
with more branches of downtown stores 
opened or going up and other store and 
office expansions and improvements com- 
pleted, under way or proposed. 


BI-STATE 


The Bi-State Development Agency, a 
little more than a year old, has made an 
excellent start. It feels it is definitely 
“in business” now that the canal terminal 
project is ready for action. It is seeking 
to extend its activities into interstate 
bridges and other fields, and is asking the 
exclusive right for construction of any fu- 
ture Mississippi river toll bridges here. 
The metropolitan district planning pro- 
gram recently issued by the agency is a 
milestone in the effort to knit together 
physically the political hodgepodge of 
greater St. Louis. The agency is seeking 
to embrace Jersey county and southern 
Calhoun county, in Illinois, as a logical 
addition to its area. It is pushing for 
various regional improvements, and ask- 
ing the right to own and operate sewer 


systems, 

Sewers, unseen and largely unthought 
of, play a surprisingly large part in com- 
munity life. They affect health, industry, 
growth and plahning. Large areas need 
either their first sewers or replacement of 
inadequate facilities. This applies particu- 
larly to northwestern St. Louis, many 
populous sections of St. Louis county, 
East St. Louis and vicinity, and parts of 
Madison county. The St. Louis County 
Council, the St. Louis city administration 
and the Bi-State Agency are united in a 
movement looking toward a new metro- 
politan sewer district to serve the city and 
county. Bills are pending in the Legisla- 
ture to help the county situation. The city 
has increased its charges for draining 
suburban sewers. 

For two months the new charter gov- 
ernment in St. Louis county has been in 
effect, and there are indicatiohs already 
of improved administration. One effect 


. has been the painful balancing of the 


county budget. The council has frowned 
on the further establishment of weak little 
new towns. The county has obtained Tyson 
Valley Park and two park sites at Jeffer- 
son Barracks, 


ART 


There is a growing interest in art. This 
is demonstrated for example by the City 
Art Museum's ability to obtain the Vienna 
show opening today. The number of 
places for display of the fine arts h 
grown, although there is insufficent mor 
for a desirable auditorium at the musegm.

This is especially true as to 
Negroes, for whom bad housing and lack 
of housing continues to be the shameful 
No. 1 problem. Conditions of slum life for 
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menial jobs. A proposed ordinance 
against discrimination in public eating 
places has not progressed. 

The city has provided a new swimming 
pool, Vashon, in a Negro neighborhood; 
this summer it probably will follow last 
year’s policy of dividing swimmers by sex 
rather than race. A federal court ruling 
stopped the racial division. Webster 
Groves has decided not to open its pool, 
rather than admit Negroes under a court 
order. Although there has been no broad 
action, there is evident a determination 
in the district to improve race relations. 


MUSIC 


The Symphony Orchestra, with. dwin- 
dling attendance at its concerts, has in- 
curred a record deficit and has had great 
difficulty in raising funds. Its future char- 
acter, if not its existence, is at stake. For 
lack of less than $65,000, normal renewal 
of the musicians’ contracts has been made 
impossible. Either the length of the next 
season or the size of the orchestra may 
have to be reduced, if the orchestra is 
to be kept alive. Visits by New York's 
Metropolitan Opera have been stopped, at 
least temporarily, because of poor receipts. 

There is an acute shortage of public 
school facilities in nearly all of greater 
St. Louis, especially in the city proper. 
The size of classes is generally excessive. 
Although the Board of Education approved 
the idea of a free city college, “in princi- 
ple,” it has done nothing toward creating 
one. Nelther has it felt able to establish 
nursery-age classes, 

Records show that building construction 
and reconégtruction started Downtown in 
the last year have been remarkably lim- 
ited in volume and character. Traffic 
congestion appears to be growing worse in 
and near this district. Parking facilities 
are poor and seriously insufficient, and 
there is widespread illegal parking. Clay- 
ton’s attractive commercial growth has 
increased traffic and parking problems,

Exemption for Dependents, 


Many taxpayers are unfamiliar

You cannot claim as a depend- 
ent a person who received income 
in' 1950 of $500 or more. But in- 
come in that case means income 
which is subject to income tax.

HEN KURT BAUM was a medical

Baum was through with fighting—that 
he knew — but he could still sing. In 
fact, he found that removal of the bone 
seemed to make his voice more resonant, 
the high tones clearer. 

At a student party celebrating the 
end of exams, Baum cut loose with a 
chorus of an old German drinking song. 
He hit a high note that set his listeners 
cheering and pounding the tables with 
their beer steins. 

Baum’'s friends urged him to study for 
opera. He took their advice, and in his 
third year in college he gave up medi- 
cine for music. Two years later he made 
his operatic debut in Zurich — and 
brought down the house. 

Today, the ex-fighter with the broken 
nose is a leading dramatic tenor of New 
York’s “Met”—a tenor who literally 
fought his way into opera.

The American woman votes, holds public 
office, participates in all the professions. She 
spends more than 80% of the national income.

She 
lives longer than her husband, and holds a 
large share of the national wealth.

that husbands get up more frequently than 
wives to prepare baby formulas.

This 
search for money gives older men an advan- 
tage over younger ones. It’s no accident that 
the favorite stars of teen-agers are mature 
actors: Bing Crosby, 46; Cary Grant, 47; Gary 
Cooper, 49; Clark Gable, 50; Ezio Pinza, 58. 

Another millstone grinds the American 
male: divorce laws. It’s the wife who brings 
suit—not the man as in Europe. Almost always 
the man pays heavy alimony.

AX OF THIS raises an exceedingly important 
question. The American woman is certain- 
ly the best fed, the best dressed, the best 
housed, the best groomed, the most protected, 
the wealthiest and the most pampered woman 
in the world.

Automatic Age 


HE OTHER DAY, in France, an engineer 
demonstrated a machine which 
actually plays chess! 

A few months earlier, another scientist 
demonstrated a couple of mechanical 
gadgets which would “see” and “think.” 
They do so to such a remarkable extent 
that they run to a particular corner when 
the batteries powering them begin to run 
low. 

For several years, you've been reading 
about the new “giant brains,” the elec- 
tronic computers that solve complicated 
problems for engineers, mathematicians 
and other scientists. 

The fact is, we’re entering a new age— 
an age of the “mechanical brain.” It’s 
time to get better acquainted with your 
new brains! “ 

Speaking simply (about an extremely 
complex subject), the mechanical com- 
puters do resemble the human brain. 
They have electric wires for nerves, and 
vacuum tubes (like those in your radio) 
for “memory cells.” They “see” and “feel” 
by means of punched tapes fed into them 
by an operator. They “think” by means of 
hundreds of thousands of electronic con- 
nections which act with the speed of light 
—literally. Some are room-sized, and some 
are quite small. 

Fine, you say, and all very interesting, 


but just what can these complicated 
thinking machines do for me? 

The answer is: plenty—and not just in 
solving equations. 

Already, giant mechanical computers 
have been built which could guide and 
direct factory production lines. That 
means, according to Professor Norbert 
Wiener of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, that within a few years we'll 
have factories in which whole assembly 
departments will be run solely by giant 
mechanical “brains” guiding hundreds of 
electronic midgets which may resemble 
those already developed for the Atomic 
Energy Commission (see picture). 

If you think about that possibility for 
a minute, you'll see that it could have 
enormous consequences. It means that 
almost any simple, assembly-ling job can 
be taken over efficiently by.machine!

URING an air raid, bomb experts say, 

a window pane can be as lethal as 

a bomb. The “shock wave” of a blast 

can drive splinters of glass at a speed 
of about 1,200 feet per second. 

These facts recently, led Samuel 
Belfer, a Newark businessman to devise 
a way to reduce this bombing hazard. 
A plastic coating, he says, helps guard 
you against flying splinters. A clear, 
transparent liquid is painted or sprayed 
on the window (see photo). 

The plastic, of course, won't stop the 
window from breaking, but tests show 
it helps keep fragments in place. One 
coat may last five years. . (ale
